What has been labeled as one of 
jthe most “peculiar” elections in the 
|history of Santa Ana junior college 
will terminate here Monday evening, 
provided the balloting does not call 
for a revote Tuesday. In any case, 
everything will be known Tuesday 
evening. 

The election has been marked pe- 
culiar in the sense that there are no 
outstanding favorites. In past cam- 
pus gossip has rung true, and on 
many occasions the future president 
has been picked before the election. 

Four presidential candidates— 
Lewis Bates, Wilton Hilliard, Dante 
Siracusa, and Jim Thompson—re- 
main in the race. Three of the origin- 
al seven withdrew for various rea- 
sons. 

Miss Marjorie Arundell, who many 
thought was the leading candidate, 
was forced to call in her petition 
Monday morning after discovering 
over the week-end that she had an 
opportunity to attend the Cumnock 
School of Expression in Los An- 
geles next month. Miss Arundell is 
serving as social commissioner. 

Miss Eugenia Gire, secretary of the 
Associated Students, was placed in 
the race last week after a petition 
for Miss Arundell had been released. 
According to Miss Gire, the petition 
was taken out without her consent, 
she having no intentions to run. 

The other candidate who withdrew 
was Glover Hendrickson, whose rea- 
sons were not stated. It is believed, 
however, that Hendrickson has other 
extra-curricula plans for the coming 
semester, and is remaining out of 
the race to fulfill these expectations.

min Franklin. In many ways he was 
typical of the new American nation. 
He was a self made man, who had 
risen by his own efforts from poverty 
to wealth, from obscurity to world 
| wide honor. 

He signed the four most notable 
documents of our early history, the 
Declaration of Independence, the 
treaty of alliance with France, the 
treaty of peace with England, and 
the Constitution of the United States. 

His almanac became the daily 
counselor of the American people; 


genius, they conforted themselves 
about his new stove and lost their 
fear of the tempest under the pro- 
tection of his lightning rods. 

From his life we glean that read- 
ing brought him much pleasure but 


father’s shop making soap and can- 
dles, harboring dreams to run away 
to sea to spoil his father’s ambition 
to make a minister out of him. 

He represented America with 
marked success in the courts of Eur- 
ope. Perhaps no foreigner excepting 


reception in Paris as Franklin, when | 
he was sent to France as ambassa- | 
dor of the Colonies. Enthusiastic 
crowds followed him on the streets; 
his words were on every tongue, his 
picture in every shop window—cur- 
ious pictures, with lighting flaming 
around his old fur cap. Taking | 
shrewd advantage of the enthusiasm, 
he pleaded the cause of his country, 
used the newspapers, made powerful 
friends; and it is due largely to his 
personal influence that money and a 
fleet were sent to aid us in the Revo- 
lution. 

In ten large volumes we have only 
a part of Franklin’s writings, for he 
used his pen only as a tool, as a 
means to some practical and immed- 
iate end. He seldom signed his work,

View Rare Books 


Of Jake Zeitlin 


Los Angeles Collector In 
Visit Here Monday 


We are “going back to get our 
heirlooms,” said Jake Zeithlin, Los 
Angeles collector of rare books, as 
he showed some of his volumes to 
various college classes Monday. 

Among his historic literature was 
one of the ‘Incanabula’”’, meaning 
“swaddling clothes”, infant, or early 
books. It is a huge volume larger 
than Webster’s Dictionary, and beau- 
tifully bound in leather. One of its 
outstanding features is the historic 
chain by which the book was origin- 
ally fastened to a rod to prevent its 
being stolen by those who came to 
read it. 


The pages of “Incanabula” are 
made of rags beaten to a pulp, laid 
on a frame, dried, and printed. The 
printing has remained clear and dis- 
tinct even until today, the volume 
having seen 15 generations come and 
go. : 
The pages are as clean and beau- 
tiful as the day it came from the 
press stated Mr. Zeithlin. He also 
added that people of modern times 
cannot do more beautiful than did 
the first European printers, by hand. 
All this work is fine. In fact, it is 
superior to machine made paper, is 
his opinion. 

“It takes ink and type beautifully 
and doesn’t discolor with time,’ was 
his statement.” Some of the monks 
years ago scraped off the writings 
of the classical literary men and 
printed religious matter upon the
